recalls life In education 


Crider: Construction built successful life

For Helen Moore, it was 
a pleasant surprise to learn 
she was selected as grand 
marshal of the 2013 Marion 
Christmas Pa¬ 
rade. Moore, a 
retired school 
teacher who 
spent 42 years 
in education, is 
revered for her 
hard work and 
dedication in 
the classroom 
as well as her 
civic mtnded- 
ness and de¬ 
votion to 
Marion and 
Crittenden 
County. She 
is a member 
and past president of the 
historical society and was 
instrumental in procuring 
the log cabin display that 
now sits behind the Ben E. 
Clement Mineral Museum. 

Moore will celebrate her 
95th birthday the day after 
Christmas. 

At age 8, Moore began 
attending Marion United 
Methodist Church. She has 
been a congregation mem¬ 
ber for 87 years. She has 
taught Sunday school and 
has been superintendent of 
Sunday school as well as 
held every office in the local 
United Methodist Women’s 
organization. 

Moore was born in Mar¬ 
ion and has lived in Critten¬ 
den County most of her life. 
She attended Marion Grade 
School and graduated from 


Marion High School in 
1936. She attended West¬ 
ern Kentucky University, 
then called Western Ken¬ 
tucky State Teachers Col¬ 
lege. Reflecting on her 

college days, 
Moore re¬ 
members 
the train 
ride that 
took her to 
the Bowling 
Green cam¬ 
pus and the 
feeling of 
leaving home 
for the first 
time. 

'We would 
go to Prince¬ 
ton and would 
go on a train. 
The train 
made a loop down into Ten¬ 
nessee and then back up to 
Bowling Green,” she said. “1 
guess everybody is home¬ 
sick the first time they leave 
home. 1 was 
homesick 
and wanted 
to come 
home but 1 
knew my 
mother 
wouldn't let 
me. So 1 had 
to stay. Of 
course, 1 
soon got over 
that.” 

While set¬ 
tling into her 
dormitory 
the first night on campus, 
Moore discovered a $5 bill in

Wa 3 me Crider may seem 
like a fairly gruff old fellow at 
times, but those who really 
know him say 
he has a heart 
of gold and 
doesn't mind 
sharing it. 

Crider has 
spent the vast 
majority of his 
life working 
construction 
six or more 
days a week, 
and at 77, 
there's no end 
in sight for 
this year's 
Christmas Parade Grand 
Marshal. 

Crider has lived his whole 
life in Marion. He grew up 


on the south side of town on 
a farm at what is now the 
intersection of Industrial 
Drive and U.S. 641. For the 
last few decades, he's been 
on the north side of town, 
just outside the city limits. 
You can't miss his place, it's 
full of heavy equipment, 
trucks and tractors, some 
showing a little age like their 
owner, but in similar fash¬ 
ion, all are still very much in 
working order. 

Crider quips that some¬ 
one asked his aging pastor 
when he was going to quit, 
and the preacher's reply 
was, "Quit what?" 

"I'm the same way," says 
Crider, who's installed many 
miles of water line in Crit¬ 
tenden County through his 
Wa 3 me Crider & Sons con¬ 


struction company. 

Most times, he's been 
paid for his work, but some¬ 
times he hasn't. If there's a 
neighbor in a bind, he's the 
first in line to help. His 
friends call him a "genuine 
good soul." Those who know 
Crider say he is a very gen¬ 
erous man. 

He has spent countless 
hours volunteering personal 
time, equipment and even 
his work crew at Hurricane 
Youth Camp, where he 
serves on the camp's board 
of directors. He also serves 
on governing boards for 
Mapleview and Crayne 
cemeteries and spends a 
great deal of time making 
sure those places of rest re-

Community Christmas donations lagging

With only two weeks left before the 
distribution of Community Christmas 
toys, food and vouchers, time is quickly 
running out, and organizers are still in 
need of a great amount of help. 

Organizers say there are still a num¬ 
ber of children who need sponsorship to 
receive a present under the tree on 
Christmas morning. Community Christ¬ 
mas committee member Nancy Hunt said 
a number of Angel Tree tags still remain 
on the trees at Farmers Bank & Trust Co. 
and Shopko in Marion. As of Monday, 
total donations were also $14,000 below 
what was raised in 2012.

The German effort failed, how¬ 
ever, and Kemp returned 
home to live out the rest of his 
days in Henry County, Tenn. 

McKenney, a missionary as 
well as an author, has ap¬ 
peared on numerous talk 
shows and news programs, 
contributed articles to multi¬ 
ple magazines and authored 
several books, including “Jack 
Hinson’s One-Man War,” the 
account of a Civil War sniper 
from Tennessee. 

Tonkin is also a former Ma¬ 
rine and was stationed with 
McKenney in Tennessee.

Every dollar we spend here 
turns over at least seven 
times. When we take it out of 
town, none of it comes back. 
None of it helps our school 
children, none of it pays for 
our police protection and 
none of it supports our local 
families. 

Over the course of the last 
few weeks, this newspaper 
has tried its very best to caill 
attention to the extreme im- 
portamce of shopping Marion 
first. Please don't misunder¬ 
stand. We're not saying shop 
here exclusively. In a perfect 
world, that would be the ideal 
plan, but we understand that 
some things simply are not 
offered here. In those cases, 
we urge you to shop nearby 
first. At least there's a chance 
of the trickle-down-effect 
having some impact on our 
little hamlet. 

If you think outside the 
shopping box, there are tons 
of gift ideas right here in Mar¬ 
ion. From mom-and-pop 
merchants to home busi¬ 


nesses that do everything 
from monogram shirts to 
custom pillows, it's within an 
arm's reach. No travel, no 
hefty gas bills and returns 
are made easier. Look for the 
recently published advertise¬ 
ment listing many home 
businesses in 
the cirea. 

When we 
think of shop¬ 
ping, the Ben 
E. Clement 
Mineral Mu¬ 
seum is likely 
not among our 
first images. 

However, its 
gift shop has 
some amazing 
finds. If some¬ 
one on your Christmas list is 
a coal miner, you can't imag¬ 
ine the cool coal-made gifts 
available there, plus lots 
more. You can buy Under Ar¬ 
mour at Hodge's, amazing 
gifts and novelties are on the 
shelves of local florists and 
Conrad's amd Food Giant 
offer gift cards redeemable at 
national chains (at least a 
smidgen stays here). In these 
times, a gift certificate for 
some grub would be klnda 
nice, too! 

What really bums the seat 
of my pants is when groups 
bounce around town asking 
for donations or collect 
money from grandparents 
and school children then 


take the cash out of town to 
fill their shopping lists. That's 
a crime against the village. 

We must fully understand 
and pass along to our chil¬ 
dren and even friends, neigh¬ 
bors and relatives this 
concept that the village's per¬ 
petual exis¬ 
tence is 
directly de¬ 
pendent upon 
Shopping 
Marion First. 

If we don't, 
there will be¬ 
come fewer 
and fewer 
buyers of ad¬ 
vertisements 
for the school 
sports pro¬ 
grams, fewer billboards 
around the ballpark, scarce 
sponsors for beauty pag¬ 
eants, no one to financially 
back school-related trips or 
soccer teams amd our civic 
and cultural infrastructure 
will go without repairs and 
upgrades.

Paducah one of a kind city in Commonwealth 


There may not be another 
town for its size in Kentucky 
that has so much for visitors 
to see and do as Paducah. 

With a population of some 
27,000 people, this river city 
has the feel of a place much 
larger, and because of its far 
western location, it might be 
considered out of reach for 
many Kentuckians. I urge 
you not to let distance get in 
the way of visiting Paducah. 

Have you ever been some¬ 
place and you weren’t quite 
ready to leave? Well, that’s 
the way it felt when I left Pa¬ 
ducah. 

For more than two 
decades, the city has been 
known for quilts - festivals 
and a world-class museum. 
But believe me, Paducah is 
much more than quilts. 

The city’s officii formation 
dates back to 1827, but peo¬ 
ple have been hanging out 
there long before that be¬ 
cause of the Ohio River. Back 
then, its water and what it 
offered was much, much 
more than about the view. 

If you haven’t been to Pad¬ 
ucah in a few years, you 
might be surprised. Yes, the 
some-50 Robert Dafford flood 
wall murals are as impres¬ 
sive as ever, and so is the 
water-edged concert-styled 
seating area that allows visi¬ 
tors and residents alike a 
place to just sit and the 
watch the river’s current 
move the huge barges past 
the town with the aid of pow¬ 
erful tug boats. Those of us 
who don’t live on such a river 
as the Ohio often find the 
simplest of things fascinat¬ 



ing. 

Of course, Paducah has 
all of the quality chain 
restaurants, shops and mo¬ 
tels that one might expect to 
see near a major interstate - 
Interstate 24 - but the hook 
is what is going on in their 
historic area. 

With six museums, two 
active theaters, an art film 
cinema, S 3 miphony orchestra 
and more than 35 art studios 
and galleries, visitors experi¬ 
ence a degree of sophistica¬ 
tion without the snobbtness. 

And smack-dab in the 
middle of the excitement is 
the LowerTown Arts District. 

In what is considered Pad¬ 
ucah’s oldest residential 
neighborhood, artists and 
craftsmen have relocated 
here from throughout the 
country and several foreign 
countries. They have done so 
as a result of the city’s Artist 
Relocation Program. The 
unique program offers 100 
percent financing to artists 
who build or renovate an ex¬ 
isting building for residences, 
studios, and galleries in the 
LowerTown area. 

The expanding community 
of artists now numbers 75 
and visitors have an opportu¬ 
nity to not only meet them. 


but buy their products, and, 
perhaps be included in one of 
their workshops. 

Of course, a visit to the 
downtown visitors center is a 
must before you do anything 
else. Its central location will 
get you off on the right foot 
with a map for a 12-mile self- 
guided driving tour of the 
downtown area. And depend¬ 
ing on when you visit Padu¬ 
cah, there are even free 
evening bus tours. 

With so many of the 19th- 
century buildings now serv¬ 
ing as galleries, business and 
residences, it is a wonderful 
chance to see the various 
styles of architecture, not 
only on the outside but in¬ 
side as well. 

An added bonus to it all is 
that some of the LowerTown 
sites even offer overnight as a 
bed and breakfast. There are 
several nightly rentals right 
in the middle of historic 
downtown. Some have river 
views, gourmet kitchens and 
tastefully decorated living 
rooms. Here again, the visi¬ 
tors bureau can help you 
with reservations. 

Some Kentuckians may 
not know the origin of the 
town’s name. History tells us 
it was actually formed in 
1815 by Native Americans 
and a few settlers. Then, ex¬ 
plorer William Clark, the 
younger Clark brother of 
Lewis and Clark fame, inher¬ 
ited the land in 1827. 

William platted the grid for 
the town of Paducah, named 
in honor of Chickasaw Indian 
Chief Paduke who lived 
there. I’m uncertain when 


the spelling changed, but it 
matters little as long as the 
historical aspect of the story 
remains intact. 

If you have the time, you 
may want to drive over to 
Columbus-Belmont State 
Park in Columbus. This loca¬ 
tion was very important dur¬ 
ing the Civil War because it 
is where the Ohio River flows 
into the mighty Mississippi. 
With as many as 19,000 
Confederate soldiers occupy¬ 
ing the site overlooking the 
two rivers, it became known 
as the “Gibraltar of the 
West.” At the park, you can 
see a 6-ton anchor and sev¬ 
eral of the 20-pound chain 
links that once stretched for 
a mile across the river. 
There’s also a 7,545-pound 
cannon that is the largest 
from the Civil War era in 
Kentucky. It took a big gun 
to fire a 32-pounder. 

Columbus, today a town 
of 300, actually was impor¬ 
tant long before the Civil 
War. It was said that during 
the presidency of Thomas 
Jefferson, a Washington, 
D.C., fire caused Jefferson to 
propose that the capital be 
moved to the centrally-lo¬ 
cated town of Columbus. His 
proposal is said to have failed 
in the Senate by one vote. 

There’s lots to see and do 
in Kentucky, so get up, get 
out and get going!

Kentucky U.S. Department 
of Agriculture Farm Service 
Agency (ESA) State Executive 
Director John W. McCauley 
reminds farmers and ranch¬ 
ers that Farm Storage Facility 
Loans are available through 
ESA. 

“Farm Storage Facility 
Loans are a great investment 
for producers who are at the 
mercy of commercial storage 
facilities," said McCauley. 
"Many facilities charge pre¬ 
mium rates nationwide, and 
sometimes availability is a 
concern when these facilities 
are at maximum capacity." 

ESA offers low-interest 
loans to grain producers to 
build new or upgrade existing 


storage facilities and perma¬ 
nent dr34ng and handling 
equipment. Loan opportuni¬ 
ties include, but are not lim¬ 
ited to: 

- New conventional-type 
cribs or bins, o:?^gen-limiting 
and other upright silo-type 
structures and flat-type stor¬ 
age structures designed for 
whole grain storage. 

- Perforated floors, safety 
equipment, quality improve¬ 
ment equipment, electrical 
equipment and concrete com¬ 
ponents considered essential 
for a fully functional storage 
facility. 

- Remodeling existing stor¬ 
age facilities to increase stor¬ 
age capacity. 

“Producers with on-farm 


storage facilities have more 
control when it comes to mar¬ 
keting their crop," said Mc¬ 
Cauley. "The added control 
and flexibility allows produc¬ 
ers to sell their crop at opti¬ 
mal times when prices are 
more favorable." 

Farm storage facility loans 
must be approved prior to site 
preparation, equipment pur¬ 
chase or construction and 
must be secured by a promis¬ 
sory note and security agree¬ 
ment. The new maximum 
principal loan amount is 
$500,000. Participants are re¬ 
quired to provide a down pay¬ 
ment of 15 percent, with CCC 
providing a loan for the re- 
matnuig 85 percent of the net 
cost of the eligible storage fa¬ 


cility and permanent drying 
and handling equipment. 

Additional security is re¬ 
quired for poured-cement 
open-bunker silos, renewable 
biomass facilities, cold stor¬ 
age facilities, hay barns and 
for all loans exceeding 
$50,000. New loan terms of 
seven, 10 or 12 years are 
available depending on the 
amount of the loan. Interest 
rates for each term rate may 
be different and are based on 
the rate which CCC borrows 
from the U.S. Treasury De¬ 
partment.

Some Kentuckians will get

Some of the 280,000 Ken¬ 
tuckians whose insurance poli¬ 
cies don't comply with the 
Affordable Care Act will be able 
to keep their plans, at least for 
another year. 

Kentucky Insurance Com¬ 
missioner Sharon Clark told 
lawmakers last week that three 
major insurance companies - 
Humana, United Healthcare 
and Assurant - have chosen to 
extend existing policies. 

Clark didn't know how many 
people that would affect. 

About 130,000 Kentuckians 
have individual policies that 
don't comply with the federal 
health care reforms. Another 
150,000 people are enrolled in 
small group policies that don't 
conform. All were on track to 
have their existing policies dis¬ 
continued until President 


tucky's biggest insurers - An¬ 
them and Bluegrass Family 
Health - opted not to continue 
to existing policies. 

State Sen. Tom Buford, the 
Nicholasville Republican who 
co-chairs the committee, said 
many lawmakers and their con¬ 
stituents have been frustrated 
by the gawky implementation 
of the health care reforms, and 
that the provision stripping Ken¬ 
tuckians of their existing plans 
has exacerbated that. 

“I think this is a program to 
get the uninsured insured and 
the insured uninsured,” Buford 
said. 

Gov. Steve Beshear said 
the decision about whether to 
honor existing policies that did¬ 
n't meet requirements of the 
health care reforms was left to 
insurance companies because 
they had already invested

tenden County next summer. 

Organizers of the outdoor 
festival featuring the rap- 
metal group Insane Clown 
Posse say they're relocating 
from their site across the Ohio 
River In Hardin County, Ill. 

Jason Webber is a 
spokesman for Psychopathic 
Records Inc., which produces 
the Gathering of the Juggalos. 

He told The Southern Illi¬ 
noisan that the event is mov¬ 
ing from Cave In Rock. He 
didn't say where the festival 
would be held or why the 
venue was changing. 

The five-day concert that 
has been held In southern Illi¬ 
nois since 2007 draws tens of 
thousands of people. While it's 
credited as an economic boost 
to the region, the event has 
produced its share of unrest 
and even deaths over the 
years. 

In fact, one man died dur¬ 
ing this summer's festival at 
the Hog Rock campground. 
And dozens of attendees were 
arrested on drug-related and 
disorderly conduct charges.

Drug overdoses fall 
in Kentucky in 2012 

Kentucky recorded 19 
fewer drug-overdose deaths In 
2012 than the year before. 

The deaths of 1,004 people 
instead of 1,023 might not 
sound like big news, but it 
was certainly a welcome 
change after more than a 
decade of rising drug abuse 
and deaths. 

It wasn't the only good 
sign, said Van Ingram, head of 
the state Office of Drug Con¬ 
trol Policy. 


prescription pain relievers, at 
4.48 percent, was slightly 
below the national average of 
4.57 percent, and far below 
the top rate of 6.37 percent In 
Oregon, according to esti¬ 
mates from the Substance 
Abuse Mental Health Services 
Administration. 

"To me, that's a good place 
to be after all those years of 
being above the national aver¬ 
age," Ingram said. 

Not all the news is positive, 
however. 

Although the most recent 
federal estimate found an 
overall decline In abuse of cer¬ 
tain painkillers, the number of 
Kentucky residents who said 
they were dependent on illicit 
drugs In 2010-11 remained 
slightly above the national 
rate.

DOE, GE talks could 
lead to new jobs 

The U.S. Department of 
Energy (DOE) said last week it 
is entering negotiations with 
General Electric's nuclear di¬ 
vision on a proposal to replace 
an aging uranium enrichment 
plant In Paducah with a new 
facility. 

GE Hitachi Nuclear Energy 
wants to build a laser enrich¬ 
ment facility that would make 
use of the depleted uranium 
kept at the Paducah Gaseous 
Diffusion Plant. DOE an¬ 
nounced that it has selected 
GE Hitachi to begin exclusive 
negotiations for the sale of the 
uranium Inventory. 

GE Hitachi spokesman 
Chris White said Global Laser 
Enrichment that uses a 
unique laser technology 
would extract natural ura¬ 


the company could create 
thousands of temporary con¬ 
struction jobs and hundreds 
of permanent jobs at the plant 
site. 

The plant had been a major 
employer for two generations 
but is now shutting down and 
layoffs began earlier this year. 
A number of Crittenden 
County residents work at the 
facility and some have already 
lost their job.

Deadline looms for current GED

GED testing will soon be 
changing. In fact, Dec. 16 is 
the last date for adults wish¬ 
ing to take the current GED 
test. Beginning in January, a 
new GED test will be admin¬ 
istered to individuals that will 
be entirely computer-based. 
Officials at the Crittenden 
County Adult Education Cen¬ 
ter emphasize that while the 
new test does involve higher 
level math and critical think¬ 
ing questions, there are some 
components to the new test 
that some individuals might 
consider easier. 

Missy Myers, instructor at 
the Crittenden County Adult 
Education Center, said next 
year, the official practice test 
will be referred to as the 
Ready test and will be taken 
online. She said individuals 
can come to the center and 
take that test, and once they 
pass it, they can schedule a 
date at an official testing site 

November 2013 
temperature falls 
to 14.1 degrees

November 2013 was 
cooler and wetter than the 
same month last year, ac¬ 
cording to records from the 
Kentucky Mesonet weather 
and climate data monitoring 
station in the Repton com¬ 
munity. 

The average daily temper¬ 
ature last month was 43.4 
degrees and 2.53 inches of 
rain was recorded, making it 
the second driest month of 
2013 behind August. In No¬ 
vember 2012, the average 
daily temperature was 45.7 
degrees with 1.12 inches of 
precipitation measured. 

So far this year, 51.84 
inches of precipitation have 
fallen in Crittenden County. 

The warmest temperature 
recorded last month was 
70.9 degrees on Nov. 17, 
while the coldest tempera¬ 
ture was 14.1 degrees on 
Thanksgiving Day. That was 
the second coldest tempera¬ 
ture recorded this year, as of 
press time Tuesday. On Feb. 
1, the mercury registered 
only 11 degrees. 
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to take the actual GED test. 

Myers also expects more 
flexibility as far as scheduled 
dates to take the test. Previ¬ 
ously, testing dates were 
scheduled once or twice a 
month. Next year, some loca¬ 
tions will offer the test on mul¬ 
tiple weekdays. Locally, tests 
are admmistered at commu¬ 
nity colleges m Madisonville 
and Paducah. Individuals will 
also schedule their testing 
date online. 

Currently, it costs $60 to 
take the GED in Kentucky. 
Beginning in January, that 
cost will double to $120. 
Myers emphasizes none of the 
changes should discourage an 
individual from obtaining 
their GED, and assistance will 
still be available at the Adult 
Education Center in Marion. 

“If that’s your goal, don’t let 
it stop you. If you find some of 
the problems are a little hard, 
just keep on doing it,” Myers 
said. “We have a board where 
GED students, once they pass 
their test, write words of en¬ 
couragement to other testers. 
And people read those. They 
like other GED students who 
have passed to give them en¬ 
couragement to keep on 
going.” 

Since July, 18 adults have 
received their GED in Critten-

den County. 

A year after receiving the 
GED, Crittenden County resi¬ 
dent Deseree Sutton said her 
life has changed dramatically. 
She is now able to attend col¬ 
lege and 
plans on en¬ 
tering social 
work. 

“The in¬ 
structors at 
the Adult Ed¬ 
ucation Cen¬ 
ter were very 
helpful. They 
didn't pres¬ 
sure me, and 
they helped me in the areas I 
was struggling with,” Sutton 
said. “All of the hard work re¬ 
ally does pay off. It's not as dif¬ 
ficult as people say, or it 
wasn't for me. Study hard, 
pay attention and try your 
best.” 

Sutton said if she already 
didn’t have the GED, she still 
would go ahead and take the 
new test that is scheduled for 
next year, emphasizing that 
her life has changed so much 
after obtaining the GED.

Marion has always been 
very supportive of its 
school and athletic pro¬ 
grams. The following his¬ 
tory is from the year 1933. 
From the archives of The 
Crittenden Press, we learn 
about a new football field 
and one heartbreaking 
football game I'm sure was 
remembered and talked 
about for many years. It 
was pretty obvious the 
boys gave their all, but the 
officials seemed lax on 
their judgment. 

Sept. 22, 1933 

Patrons of school athlet¬ 
ics and boosters of school 
activities are reminded by 
the shortening days and by 
the sight of sturdy young¬ 
sters in football togs en 
route to the practice 
grounds that the football 
season for 1933 is at hand. 

When the owners of 
Cooks Park (located where 
Riley Tool and Machine on 
Moore Street is today), 
which for years had been 
the playground of the Mar¬ 
ion Athletic Association, 
leased the grounds - which 
for 20 years had been used 
as a football field - to the 
government as a site for 
Camp Marion, football en¬ 
thusiasts were a bit down 
in the mouth as to what the 
Marion team of 1933 would 
do for a playing field. 

The Marion Athletic As¬ 
sociation, which for the 
last several years has 
sponsored athletics at Mar¬ 
ion High School without ex¬ 
pense to the Marion School 
System, immediately got 
busy and came forth with a 
plan and, incidently, with a 
good football field - or 
rather with the makings of 
a good football field. 

It will be remembered 
that the grounds near 
Rochester Woodland (lo¬ 
cated where the Carson G. 
Davidson National Guard 
Armory is today) on the Old 
Morganfield Road was a 
decade or so ago known as 
The High School Grounds. 
Rochester Woodland was 
when Marion was a leader 
in track events. Back in the 
days when track meets 
were in vogue in Kentucky, 
these grounds were kept in 
good condition and were 
the pride of the town and 
county. Gradually, the 
grounds were deserted for 
athletic purposes, and for 
the last several years, they 
have not been used at all 
for athletic events. 

When it was discovered 
that Camp Marion would 
occupy the former football 
grounds of the Marion High 
School, somebody one day 
raised the question, "Why 
not use the old track meet 
grounds?" A committee 
from the athletic associa¬ 
tion went out, looked the 
ground over and decided 
that an ideal football field 
could be made right there. 

Day by day, the field is 
being put into shape, and 
before time for the first 
home game, the playing 
field will be in excellent 
condition. The ground is 
being leveled day by day, 
bumps being taking off and 
depressions filled in. One 
of the contraction firms 
which has been doing road 
work in the county for the 
last several years has very 
kindly, and in a very fine 
way, offered the use of a 
heavy roller to put the fin¬ 
ishing touches on the field. 

With the finest sort of 
teamwork on the part of 
the Marion Athletic Associ¬ 
ation and of others in the 
community who are inter¬ 
ested in football as it re¬ 
lates to schoolwork, the 
field is being improved day 
by day. It is promised on 
reliable authority that 
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Forgotten Passages 


when the whistle sounds 
for the kickoff in the first 
game of the 1933 season, 
that no one need apologize 
for the football field of 
MHS. (At this time the foot¬ 
ball field would be known 
as Nunn's field.) 

Nov. 10, 1933 

All roads in western 
Kentucky will lead to Mar¬ 
ion Saturday, Nov. 11 to 
see the Marion High School 
Blue Terrors battle the 
Tilghman Tornados of Pad¬ 
ucah in the greatest foot¬ 
ball scrap of the season. 

More than two thousand 
people are expected to pass 
through the new turnstile 
onto the new playing field. 
At least one-fourth of that 
number sit in the new 
grandstand, all made pos¬ 
sible by Maurie Nunn and 
his Marion Athletic Associ¬ 
ation. 

It will be homecoming 
for Marion folks and is 
being sponsored by the 
alumni association, ath¬ 
letic association, American 
Legion and every man, 
woman and child in Marion 
and Crittenden County. 

Every daily and weekly 
newspaper with sub¬ 
scribers in this section has 
given its columns to help 
make the day a success, 
and fans are expected from 
every surrounding county. 
The Princeton-Sturgis 
game scheduled for Satur¬ 
day has been moved back 
to Friday night and both 
towns promise a sizable 
representation. 

Marion now leads the 
Western Kentucky Confer¬ 
ence with six conference 
victories and no ties nor 
defeats. Paducah has three 
conference victories, three 
non-conference victories 
and no ties nor defeats. 
The winner of the Saturday 
game will be the leader and 
no doubt the conference 
winner for 1933. 

Nov. 17, 1933 
Blue Terrors lose 
conference lead by 
referee's decision 

A referee's mistake that 
cost the Marion High 
School Blue Terror football 
team 15 yards and placed 
the ball on their own 1- 
yard line in the last minute 
of the first half last Satur¬ 
day afternoon took them 
out of first place in the 
Western Kentucky Confer¬ 
ence for the first time this 
season and gave the Tilgh¬ 
man Tornado of Paducah 
the conference crown. 

The Terrors team, unde¬ 
feated and untied up to 
Armistice Day, was one 
team in the history of foot¬ 
ball that looked good in de¬ 
feat. Outweighed more 
than 17 pounds to the 
man, they served notice 
that they are the hardest 
fighting squad in the coun¬ 
try and fight the hardest 
when the going is the 
toughest. 

The new grandstand 
with 500 spectators and 
the sidelines with 2,000 
more came aflame with the 
starting whistle and for two 
solid hours was the most 
demonstrative and enthu¬ 
siastic gathering that ever 
witnessed a football game 
in western Kentucky, for 
the game had an emotional 
sway of a contest that 
might go either way at any 
time. It was a pageant of

determination, ferocity and 
unbridled power. 

Bang, bang, crash, 
smash, Jeffords, DeVania 
in a desperate effort to 
crash the Marion line soon 
discovered how silly it is to 
be butting your head 
against a stone wall. The 
stone wall, of course, con¬ 
sisting of seven stubborn 
young men - Hollis 
Hughes, Daughtery, 

Brown, Woodson Rushing, 
Joe Cook, Bennie Hillyard 
and Glenwood Stout that 
made up the Marion line. 
And the Tornadomen began 
to wonder if there might be 
something in this line that 
had suffered its goal line 
being crossed only twice 
this season. 

As the first half neared 
the end, Tilghman took to 
the air in a desperate at¬ 
tempt to score on these lit¬ 
tle boys that refused to 
budge an inch. Jeffords 
passed 37 yards to Rottger- 
ing, who caught the ball 
with one foot out of 
bounds, but no official saw 
it, and Tilghman was given 
the ball with first down on 
Marion's 26-yard line. Two 
more trials at the stone 
wall failed and Jeffords 
passed to Thomas on Mar¬ 
ion's 18-yard strip. DeVa¬ 
nia made it first down on a 
3-yard plunge. Hollis 
Hughes, Marion’s left end, 
playing the greatest game 
of his life, then drove in 
and tackled DeVania 3 
yards behind the line of 
scrimmage on the next 
play. DeVania attempted to 
crawl toward the Marion 
goal line and the alert Per¬ 
ryman nailed him. But the 
referee, instead of penaliz¬ 
ing Paducah 5 yards for 
crawling, penalized Marion 
15 yards for piling on, plac¬ 
ing the ball on Marion's 1- 
yard line where DeVania 
went over for a touchdown, 
just before the half ended. 

Terrors come back 

The Terrors trooped off 
the field at the half with 
lowered heads and appar¬ 
ently lowered hopes, but 
they weren't through. They 
weren't half through. They 
came back at the start of 
the third quarter with a de¬ 
termination that carried 
them to within 3 yards of 
Paducah's goal on one oc¬ 
casion and within Paducah 
territory practically the en¬ 
tire half. 

They played heads-up 
ball on every play. Nunn 
handled the Paducah 
punts beautifully; Perry¬ 
man, Sullivan and Hicklin 
watched everything in their 
region; Imboden called his 
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plays like a master; while 
the great stone wall refused 
to be moved. They kept the 
eye on the ball and in the 
last six minutes, Hughes 
and Stout each recovered a 
Paducah fumble within the 
Paducah 20-yard line. 
There is no exaggeration in 
saying that they fought like 
he-- in a football game 
against a much larger 
squad that outweighed and 
out-muscled them individ¬ 
ually at every point in the 
lineup. 

The mighty Jeffords, the 
fumbling flash, was bottled 
completely and put up the 
poorest exhibition of any 
man on the field. The 
"dreaded mankiller" in 15 
attempts to sweep the Blue 
Terror ends and smash the 
Blue Terror line massed 
only a net total of 40 yards. 
He fumbled numerous 
times and blocked poorly. 

The small, fierce Marion 
forward wall poured it to 
him until he could take no 
more, and on the last play 
of the game, when his sig¬ 
nal was called, he said, 
"Check signals, I will not 
carry it." 

It was the greatest game 
ever played in Marion, be¬ 
fore the greatest crowd that 
ever gathered in Marion; on 
the greatest day ever seen 
in Marion. 

But it wasn't Marion's 
day.

Now that bow season is under way, it's important to keep 
scouting.

Scholarships important to heip ease coiiege costs 


The yearly cost of attend¬ 
ing college has held steady 
this past year at an average 
of $21,178. However, the 
amount that parents pay to¬ 
ward this cost did not hold 
steady. According to the re¬ 
cent How America Pays for 
College survey, conducted 
annually by Sallie Mae, par¬ 
ents are paying 35 percent 
less for their children’s col¬ 
lege compared to 3 years 
ago. The reason parents are 
not contributing more to¬ 
ward education is that they 
cannot afford it. Many stu¬ 
dents once could rely on 
their parents to cover all or 
some expenses such as tu¬ 
ition. Stagnation of wages 
and high unemployment 
rates has limited parents’

ability to cover their own ex¬ 
penses much less those of a 
college student. 

What does this change in 
parent contributions mean 
for you or the college stu¬ 
dent in your family? It 
means that grants and 
scholarships are now the 
greatest source of funding 
for college. Pursuing finan¬ 
cial aid from colleges, schol¬ 
arship foundations or 


federal and state govern¬ 
ments will likely yield better 
results than just depending 
on help from family. 

Kentucky students wish¬ 
ing to ease their parents’ of 
education costs should 
check with the financial aid 
departments of their poten¬ 
tial colleges about the possi¬ 
bility of scholarships. They 
should also consider pursu¬ 
ing the following worthwhile 
sources of funding: 

FAFSA - All students 
should be sure to fill out a 
Free Application for Federal 
Student Aid (FAFSA) as soon 
as possible. The FAFSA is a 
form that the Department of 
Education uses to determine 
if students qualify for federal 
grants or scholarships. Aid 


is given on a first come, first 
served basis. This form is 
particularly helpful for those 
whose parents cannot spend 
much on college. The 
amount of aid is determined 
by your family’s Expected 
Family Contribution. The 
less your family can con¬ 
tribute toward college, the 
more you may qualify for 
aid. The Department of Ed¬ 
ucation will provide eligible 
students with Pell Grants, 
Federal Work Study and 
many other options that can 
significantly reduce the 
price of higher education. 
The FAFSA can be found on¬ 
line at 

http: / /www.fafsa.ed.gov/. 

KEFS Program - Stu¬ 
dents living in Kentucky 


have the advantage of a 
state funded scholarship 
program known as the Ken¬ 
tucky Educational Excel¬ 
lence Scholarship (KEES). 
Kentucky high school stu¬ 
dents can earn scholarship 
funds through this program 
by having a GPA of at least 
2.5. For every academic year 
that you earn a 2.5 GPA, 
you will earn funding for 
each year of college. The 
scholarship amount ranges 
from as little as $125 to a 
maximum of $2000 depend¬ 
ing on a student’s GPA dur¬ 
ing high school. Bonuses 
can be earned based on 
SAT/ACT scores and AP/IB 
exam scores. The better a 
student performs on these 
exams, the more money they 


earn. Unlike the FAFSA, no 
application is needed to re¬ 
ceive KEES funding. Stu¬ 
dents attending 

participating KEES high 
schools are already enrolled 
in the program. Students 
can check on the status of 
their KEES account at any 
time at

her Bible that she later 
learned was placed there by 
her mother. 

"She put it in there to sur¬ 
prise me when I might be 
reading it sometime. But I 
found it the first night,” Moore 
said. "We paid our bill by the 
month. Everybody did. We 
were just beginning to get out 
of the terrible Depression. My 
room and board was $20 a 
month. And my dad let me 
write the check for $25. The 
$5 was my spending money 
for the month." 

She recalls noon meals 
being served on Sundays, 
with houses around campus 
that sold a hamburger and 
soft drink for 25 cents. 

"I stayed in the dormitory, 
so I knew a lot of people ordi¬ 
narily I would never have met 
except by living in the dorm. I 
took my meals at the college 
so I met a lot of people," she 
said. 

Moore also remembers 
having to give up her dormi¬ 
tory room when rooms were 
needed for soldiers during 
World War II. 

“All the students had to 
stay out in town somewhere,” 
she said. “So we found a place 
about halfway down the hill 
and stayed there during the 
war.” 

Moore is often referred to 
as having set benchmarks in 
education for others to follow. 
However, education wasn’t 
her first career choice. Ini¬ 
tially, she considered stud34ng 
law like other members of her 
family. Destined to become an 
educator, she taught for 42 
years, spending three years 
teaching in Crittenden’s rural 
county schools and the re¬ 
maining time at Fohs Hall in 
the heart of Marion. 

She began her teaching ca¬ 
reer in the late 1930s at Sisco 
Chapel School, earning a little 


more than $50 a month. The 
school year began in July and 
was completed in January. 

While teaching at the 
school, she boarded with a 
local family. She recalls a rain 
storm one day that nearly 
kept her from reaching the 
school. 

"The school house at Sisco 
Chapel was on a hill. There 
was an awful rainstorm one 
day. The creek rose, and I 
couldn't get across,” Moore 
said. “An eighth-grade boy 
picked me up and carried me 
across the creek.” 

Later, she taught at Brown 

School before - 

being assigned 
to teach at 
Fohs Hall. 

“My super- 
intendent 
came to my 
house one 

night and said 
I had been 
elected to 
teach in Marion. They needed 
another teacher. I said I 
couldn’t because I was teach¬ 
ing in the county. He said they 
already elected somebody to 
take my place. So I started 
teaching in Fohs Hall." 

Moore would spend 39 
years at Fohs Hall before retir¬ 
ing in 1980. 

One Christmas memory 
she recalls involved solving 
the disappearance of the 
chocolate bell ornaments 
hanging on the Christmas tree 
in her classroom. During one 
Christmas season, Moore 
placed a small Christmas tree 
on a table in her classroom. 
Her class size was large and 
there wasn’t room for a bigger 
tree. One morning, she dis¬ 
covered most of the candy 
placed halfway up the tree 
was missing. 

“After a while, I saw a little 
girl go back to it again, and 
she found a piece she left,” 
Moore recalls fondly. "I talked 
to her about taking all the 
candy and that the other chil-

dren wouldn't have any. But 
the candy was gone." 

Moore said while she can’t 
remember all the names of 
her former students she en¬ 
counters, she does recall them 
as her students once she sees 
their faces. 

Phyllis Sykes is president 
of the retired teachers associ¬ 
ation. She refers to Moore as 
both a mentor and mother-fig¬ 
ure. She said Moore provided 
a wealth of information when 
they taught together at Fohs 
Hall. 

"She taught me so many 
things they didn't teach me in 
college,” Sykes 
said. “She told 
me that the 
key is when 
you send them 
home, send 
them home 
happy. The 
last few min¬ 
utes of the 
day, don't let 
them leave unhappy. So that's 
what I tried to do, follow in her 
footsteps." 

Moore is a Kentucky 
Colonel and member of the 
Business and Professional 
Women of Marion. She has 
been a member of the Eastern 
Star for more than 70 years 
and has served as Worthy Ma¬ 
tron. 

To the children she taught 
in her classrooms - some of 
whom are now retired them¬ 
selves - Moore will always be 
considered as a devoted 
teacher and friend. 

Retired from teaching for 
more than 30 years, Moore 
enjoys sitting on her front 
porch and watching the chil¬ 
dren unload from the school 
bus during the afternoons. 
She can well imagine what 
their school day was like. After 
all, she more than likely 
taught many of their relatives. 

“If you looked in a diction¬ 
ary for the definition of 
teacher, it would show Helen 
Moore,” Sykes said.

STAFF REPORT 

Local basketball season officially 
started Monday night as the Lady 
Rockets hosted Paducah St. Mary 
in a 59-43 loss despite 25 points 
from freshman Cassidy Moss. 

The pitch at Rocket Arena will get 
much higher when Crittenden 
County girls’ and boys’ teams each 
host Trigg County for an early-sea¬ 
son Fifth District clash Friday. 

The Rocket girls didn’t play as 
well as coach Shannon Hodge 
would have liked in the opener, but 
there were many places for her to 
hang a hat. Crittenden and St. 
Mary put basically the same per¬ 
sonnel on the floor as the teams did 
last year. Last winter, they played 
twice late in the season. Crittenden 
was not within 20 points either time 
and lost by several to the Lady 
Vikings again over the summer. 

“We’re okay,” Hodge said. “We’re 
going to keep plugging.” 

Her girls were close to upsetting 
St. Mary, but couldn’t make a move 
when they needed to late in the 
game. 

Crittenden had St. Mary on the 
ropes to start the fourth period. 
Ahead by six points, the Lady 
Vikings were stinging from foul 
trouble. Indeed, both teams had 
trouble adjusting to the new hand- 
check prohibition against defenders 
guarding ballhandlers. Crittenden’s 
Chelsea Oliver had four fouls but 
was still in the game in the fourth 
period. One of St. Mary’s two best 
players - Alex Durbin - was on the 
bench in the official’s doghouse to 
start the final period and so was 
one of St. Mary’s starting guards. 

“We just couldn’t get over the 
hump,” Hodge said, knowing full 
well that was a point in the game 
when her team needed to make its 
move. 

The Lady Rockets had trailed by 
14 in the first half, but a 17-4 run 
led by Oliver and Moss brought 
Crittenden to within two points late 


in the third. With St. Mary’s top 
players struggling with foul trouble, 
Crittenden needed to exploit the 
weakened lineup, but missed sev¬ 
eral shots around the basket, al¬ 
lowing the Lady Vikings to sneak 
away with the win after making 
most of their foul shots down the 
stretch. 

Hodge said her girls are going to 
have to adjust quickly to the way 
games will be officiated. She 
thought her girls handcuffed them¬ 
selves a bit after a few early whis¬ 
tles. There were 44 fouls called 
during the game. 

“I think we let up defensively after 
a few early fouls,” the coach said. 

St. Mary played a zone defense 


and box-and-one keying on Moss 
most the time. Crittenden was able 
to get the ball inside against the 
zone, but couldn’t score. The 
Rocket girls shot just 23 percent 
from the floor while St. Mary made 
43 percent of its fielders.

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Big Rivers rate increase 
hearing set for Tuesday

The Kentucky Public 
Service Commission is host¬ 
ing a public forum on pro¬ 
posed rate increases by a 
western Kentucky utility. 

The public meeting on the 
proposed rates by Big Rivers 
Electric Corp. will be held 
Tuesday in Henderson. But 
interested commenters in 
Paducah, Owensboro and 
Brandenburg will be linked 
to the Henderson forum by 
video conferencing. 

Big Rivers provides power 
to Kenergy Corp. and Jack- 
son Purchase Energy Corp. 
(JPEC), which serve Critten¬ 
den and Livingston counties. 


Big Rivers is seeking ap¬ 
proval to increase rates early 
next year to boost annual 
revenue by $70 million. The 
amount is to partially offset 
the loss of about $175 mil¬ 
lion in annual revenue that 
will occur when the Century 
Aluminum smelter in Sebree 
ceases to be a Big Rivers 
customer at the end of Jan¬ 
uary. 

The rate bump is esti¬ 
mated to increase monthly 
residential bills by about 
$25 to $30 per month. That 
increase would affect both 
Kenergy and JPEC member 
customers. 

The public meeting on the 


proposed rate increase will 
be held at 5 p.m. Tuesday at 
Henderson Community Col¬ 
lege. The Paducah satellite 
location is at West Kentucky 
Community and Technical 
College. 

In addition to the public 
meetings, written comments 
will be accepted through the 
conclusion of the evidentiary 
hearing on Jan. 9, 2014. 
They may be mailed to the 
PSC at P.O. Box 615, Frank¬ 
fort, KY 40602, faxed to 
(502) 564-9625, e-mailed 
from the PSC website or 
submitted in person at the 
public meetings or at the 
PSC offices. 


KSP urge winter preparedness

Western Kentuckians are 
being deait a wintry forecast for 
iater this week. Kentucky State 
Poiice are asking motorists to 
be aware that weather condi¬ 
tions may change rapidiy over 
tonight (Thursday) and into Fri¬ 
day. 

“Winter weather provides 
new chaiienges and responsibii- 
ities to the pubiic and the Ken¬ 
tucky State Poiice,” said KSP 
spokesman Sgt. Michaei Webb. 

“We ask drivers to be pre¬ 
pared to meet the chaiienges of 
the upcoming winter driving 
season. Pian ahead, be sure 
everyone in the vehicie is prop- 
eriy restrained, drive defensiveiy 
and ensure their vehicie is prop- 
eriy maintained to handie the ef¬ 
fects of coid temperatures.” 

KSP reports that siippery 


roads were the contributing fac¬ 
tor in 12,034 crashes and 72 fa- 
taiities in 2012. 

According to the Nationai 
Weather Service in Paducah, 
arctic air wiii spread across the 
region today and into Friday. As 
the front passes, wintry precipi¬ 
tation wiii be generated. Freez¬ 
ing rain and sieet are expected 
initiaiiy, with the possibiiity of 
snow into Friday. The heaviest 
accumuiation is anticipated in 
western Kentucky. Moderate 
accumuiations of icy precipita¬ 
tion are predicted. 

KSP offers a few simpie 
steps to heip keep you on the 
road and iess stressed: 

- Avoid travei uniess neces¬ 
sary when winter weather is in 
your area. 

- Siow down. 

- Aiways wear your seat beit. 


- Leave eariy, aiiowing more 
travei time, and expect deiays. 

- Increase the foiiowing dis¬ 
tance between vehicies. 

- Ciear aii windows on your 
vehicie prior to travei. 

- Turn on your vehicie’s 
headiamps. 

- Use caution on bridges and 
overpasses as they are suscep- 
tibie to freezing before road¬ 
ways. 

-Avoid using cruise controi. 

- Ensure your vehicie has a 
fuii tank of gas in the event you 
are stranded for an extended 
period of time. 

- Charge your ceiiuiar phone 
prior to departure. 

- Take a bianket. 

- Notify a famiiy member or a 
friend of your travei pians prior 
to departure. If your travel is in¬ 
terrupted, someone wiii know.

GOP U.S. Senate hopeful Bevin 
makes campaign stop in Marion

Matt Bevin paints himself 
as a Beltway outsider in sharp 
contrast to five-term U.S. Sen. 
Mitch McConnell. 

Bevin, in Marion Monday 
on a campaign swing through 
western Kentucky, will face off 
against McConnell in next 
spring’s Republican primary 
in the hope of gaining his 
party’s nomination to fill Ken- 
tucl^’s Senate seat up for 
grabs in 2014. The political 
novice believes the time is 
right to unseat the Senate Mi¬ 
nority Leader. 

“People are hungry for an 
alternative,” the 46-year-old 
Louisville businessman said 
Monday with an eye on the 
May primary. “I think it's 
going to be quite a rude awak¬ 
ening for Mitch McConnell.” 

Bevin calls McConnell part 
of the problem in Washington, 
not part of the solution to a 
political system in gridlock 
and a nation more than $17 
trillion in debt. 

''The path we're on is liter¬ 


ally unsustainable,” Bevin 
told a small crowd gathered 
Monday to hear him speak in¬ 
side First Cumberland Pres¬ 
byterian Church’s fellowship 
hall. “We just cannot keep 
spending money we don't 
have.” 

He calls 
Washington 
politics “bro¬ 
ken and cor¬ 
rupt.” 

“We have 
got to get the 
vote out and 
clean things 
up,” he said. 

The set¬ 
ting for Monday’s campaign 
stop was idyllic for a man who 
cites his faith as defining his 
world and political views. A 
lifelong Republican and 
staunch social and fiscal con¬ 
servative who touts less taxa¬ 
tion and regulation, Bevin has 
received the backing of the 
Tea Party despite having never 
run for political office. 

He’s banking on that life 
outside of politics as having a 


certain appeal to voters. 

“Citizen legislators formed 
this country. We now have 
people who are career politi¬ 
cians,” Bevin said, pointing to 
McConnell, who was first 
elected to the Senate in 1984. 

He is a supporter of term 
limits for lawmakers. 

Despite calling himself a 
strong backer of traditional 
marriage and “unapologeti- 
cally” pro-life, Bevin said there 
are more important consider¬ 
ations when it comes to 
choosing the next U.S. Sena¬ 
tor from Kentucky. 

“I’m running for financial 
reasons,” he explained, 
adding that Congress contin¬ 
ues to kick the can down the 
road when it comes to reining 
in spending. “If we become in¬ 
solvent, the social issues be¬ 
come irrelevant.” 

A former U.S. Army cap¬ 
tain, Bevin was raised in 
northern New Hampshire and 
moved to Kentucky 15 years 
ago, where all but one of his 
nine children were born or 
adopted.
